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MR. SIFTON’S VISIT. 

Hon. Clifford Sifton, minister of the 
interior, arrived in his private car on 
Monday and was tendered an address 
and banquet here. In the moming 
he returned south and a public meet- 
ing wiil be held on his arrival in 
Celgary. 

On the arrival of the train here, 
which was two and a half hours late, 
Mr. Sifton was met and conducted 
across the river by Mayor McDougall 
and Frank Oliver, M. P. The passage 
of the river was mace somewhat pre- 
carious by floating ice, and a small 
boat had to be used to row the party 
over, the ferry having been discontinu- 
ed for the season. The party proceed- 
ed at once to Robertson hall where a 
largely attended public meeting was 
held. After Mr. Sifton had been in- 
troduced by the chairman, John A. 
McDougall, the following citizens ad- 
dress, signed by Mr. McDougall, as 
mayor; Isaac Cowie, as president of 
the board of trade; Jas. Gibbons, as 
president of the lozal liberal associa- 
tioa; Harrison Young, for the Edmon- 
ton old timers; A. Prince for the St. 
Albert liberal association; and T. M, 
Grindley, on behalf of the Fort Sas- 
katchewan liberals, was read : : 

Sir—It is with feelings of special 
pleasure that the citizens of Edmonton 
and district, welcome you on this occas 
ion. Your visit is practical evidence 
of the interest which you take in the 
matters committed to your special care 
as a Minister of the Crown. We feel 
that as a western man, and as a practi- 
cal man, we have a representative in 
the cabinet upon whom we can rely to 
secure for Western interests that resog- 
nition in the sum total of our national 
affairs to which, by their importance, 
they are entitled. -We believe that 
you, with the rest of the people of the 
west, recognize that western matters 
are not to be measured by the standard 
of wnat they are so much as by what 
they can be made. We beg to assure 
you that there is no part of the vast 
field under your special care that offers 
more wide and varied opportunities 
and, therefure, requires greater consid- 
eration in the direction of its affairs, 
than this in which you now are. 

The grain elevators and mills which 
you saw at the railway station, are evi- 
deuce that there is here a productive 
soil, and an industrious and enterpris- 
ing people. As yet only a fraction of 
the fair and ferile Saskatchewan 
valley has been brought under cultivat- 
ion, and there lies beyond a stretch of 
seven hundred miles of country to the 
Northwestward, parallel to the Rocky 
range, of equal fertility of soi! and 
suitability of climate. Beyond this 
again lie the gold fields of the Yukon 
which, in the process of their develop- 
ment, offer a natural home market for 
the products of this adjoining agricul- 
tural region, The development of the 
gold fields should promote the develop- 
ment of the agricultural region just as 
the development of an adjoining agri- 
cultural district makes possible the 
fuller and more profitable development 
of the mineral bearing area. Situated 
as we are in the heart of the continent, 
in a region of overflowing productive- 
ness, the question of a market for our 
products is the greatest question that 
we have to face, For this reason we 
look upon low railway rates to the east 
and west as of prime importatice to us, 
but not of less importance the means of 
access to our natural local market in 
the mineral region, lying immediately 
west of the rockies from the 49th par- 
allel to the Arctic ocean—a golden 
chain in which the links are, Kootenay, 
Cariboo, Omenica, Cassair and Yukon, 
the last being the greatest, and there- 
fore, the most desirable to be reached. 
We ask from the government, of which 
you are the member particularly repre- 
senting the west, that reasonable meas- 
ures be taken to link the grain fields of 
the Saskatchewan with the gold fields 
of the Yukon, by means of,—first, a 
pack and cattle trail, then a wazgon 
road, and then, if the mutual develop- 
ment of both regions warrants, a rail- 
road; confident that by this means, the 
gold of the Yukon can be made to con- 
tribute most largely to the general 
prosperity of Canada, 

We regret that the bridge across the 
Saskatchewan was not completed in 
time to allow you to cross more conven- 
iently than was possible to-night. At 
the same time, we must express our 
gratification at the fact that the bridge, 
which is such an important step to- 
wards railway communication with, and 
therefore, the development of, the vast 
northern region, has been commenced 
under the auspices of your energetic 
colleague, the Minister of public works, 


We have struggled long to secure this | 


bridge, and spent much money in the 
effort, and now, that at last it is in pro- 
gress, we desire to express cur great 
gratification, and the hope that its com- 
pletion will not be delaved. We 
further hope that the project now on 
foot to extend the railroad to this side 
of the river, as soon as the bridge is 
completed, will receive most favorable 
consideration at the hands of the gover- 
ment. 


Good Enough ; 


north of the river has been seriously 
inconvenienced, and its progress corres- 
pondiagly retarded, by being cut off 
from railway communication. The 
sooner it receives the benefit of railway 
extension, the more quickiy and fully 
it will develop. 


Although not in your department, 
we beg to call your attention to the 
need of a regular mail service into the 
vast regions north and northwest of 
Edmonton. Although trade is carried 
on from Edmonton for a distance of 
fifteen hundred miles, almost to the 
Arctic ocean, there is no mail service 
beyond a point twenty miles north of 
this town. To do without mail, or to 
carry mail at private expense such a 
long distance, is a heavy tax on the 
business done, and we would respect- 
fully ask you to aid us in bringing to 
the attention of the Honorable post 
master general the necessities of the 
case. The matter has become more 
urgent within the past few months, as 
several hundred people have taken the 
two northern routes to the Yukon from 
this point, adding greatly to the pcpu- 
lation of the region, and therefore, to 
the necessity of a mail service. 


There are many other matters con- 
nected with the administration of your 
department in this district which we 
would be glad if you could spare the 
time to become personally familiar with 
but, as this is impossible, we beg once 
more to express our hearty appreciat- 
ion of the consideration shewn by you 
in making this visit, and we accept it 
as an earnest of the good will of your- 
self and of the cabinet of which you 
are a member towards this section of 
the great Dominion. 


Mr. Sifton, in rising to respond, 
was greeted with applause. During 
the course of his remarks he expressed 
himself as in favor of the Stickeen 
river route as being one over which 
large quantities of supplies and large 
outfits could be transported with the 
greatest facility and the least  ex- 
pense, at least during the commence- 
ment of the spring rush. He had 
gone over the Chilcoot and White 
passes and was confident that they 
would not prove very powerful com- 
petitors for the traffic of the spring. 
At the same time he fully appreciated 
and understood the advantages of the 
all-Canadian route via Edmonton, 
especially for parties of prospectors 
who were going in with the intention 
of prospecting on the way. It could 
not be expected that the government 
would grant any lavish appropriation 
for the opening of a road to the Yukon 
until they had satisfied themselves as 
to the feasibility of the different routes. 
He could assure them that Edmonton 
was not the only town in the west 
which had a route to the Yukon. There 
were numerous towns which had their 
routes and each town thought its 
route the best. He would tell them 
as he had told numerous deputations 
which met him along his journey, | 
that he considered there were two 
routes, one via Tesslin lake and the 
other by Edmonton, and each had its 
advantages; the former for the con- 
veyance of heavy outfits and the lat- 
ter for lighter prospecting parties 
carrying only their own supplies. At 
the time of the commencement of the 
Yukon excitement he had endeavored 
to gather all the reliable information 
he could relative to the routes to the 
gold fields. Mr. Ogilvie was natural- 
ly the one best able to supply this in- 
formation, he having travelled over 
the greater part of the projected 
route, and he had stated that he was 
hardly in a position to advise on its 
practicability, as compared with other 
routes, without making another ex- 
ploration, as, at the time of his 
(Ogilvie’s) former trips, he did not 
have under consideration the location 
of a route which could be developed 
into a permanent road for heavy | 
traffic from Edmonton to the gold 
bearing regions beyond. One of the | 
principal objects of his visit here, the 
minister stated, was to ascertain if | 
any new information had been gather- | 
ed by the membev, Mr. Oliver, or the 
town officials, relative to the route. 
The government had already sent out 
a party of police on an exploring 
patrol to gather information and until 
their return it was impossible for him 
to say just what measure of aid the 
government would grant towards the 
the construction of a pack or wagon 
trail. He was prepared to lay the 
matter before his colleagues in its most 
favorable light and could assure the 
people of Edmonton that he would 
use his strongest influence in their 
behalf. More than this he could not 
say because he made it a rule never to 
make promises which he was not _pre- 
pared to fulfill. In conclusion, and 
speaking generally for a moment, he 
could venture to say that never in the 
history of the world had there been a 
nation which had inherited such a 
vast natural heritage, in comparison 
with the extent of its population, as 
Canada ; its fisheries were among the 
finest in the world; its timber was 
excelled by no other nation; and its 
vast mineral resources yet, in the in- 
fancy of their development, were prov- 
ing themselves the richest ever known. 
He was a Canadian from the crown 
of his kead to the soles of his feet— 
and proud of it—and we, as Cana- 
dians, had a right to feel proud of our 
country, (applause). 

At the conclusion of Mr. Sifton’s 
address, Mr. Oliver was called upon 
and spoke brieily on the matter of the 
Yukon routes. As toa route for the 
transportation of heavy outfits he 


The great agricultural district | would beg to call the attention of the 


honorable minister to the fact that 
we had a route which for that pur- 
pose was second to none, and that was 
the Mackenzie river route. (applause). 
While the overland route was a pro- 
spector’s route, that by the Mackenzie 
river had the advantage of being one 
over which large quantities of supplies 
could be transported at a very reason- 
able cost. As to the Stickeen river 
route its advantages as one over 
which heavy loads could be transport- 
ed, had yet to be proven. The White 
and Chilcoot passes, which by the 
honorable ministers own statement, 
were not likely to be very powerful 
competitors for the spring rush, were 
good routes until they were tried, 
when the vanguard of the rush last 
summer tramped them into uselessness 
and satisfactorily demonstrated their 
impracticability, and the same may 
occur again when the Stickeen or 
cther routes are tried. The opening 
up of a road from Edmonton to the 
Yukon would not only make the gold 
fields practically easy of access, but 
would throw open to the prospector 
the gold bearing regions of the 
Omenica, Peace and Cassiar districts, 
and the question of the difficulty of 
transportation of supplies having been 
overcome by the opening of a trail, 
would enable these placer diggings to 
be profitably worked by the prospector. 
On this latter ground the town would 
probably, in good time, apply to the 
government for its good aid in the 
way of opening an overland trail. 

As the hour was growing late the 
meeting was brought to a close. 
Messrs. Fugard and Fisher, of the 
Los Angeles party now here, en route 
to the gold fields, were called upon to 
express their views, but declined. The 
meeting was, therefore, terminated 
and the minister and a large number 
of those present adjourned to the Al- 
berta hotel where a supper, given by 
the town council, was prepared and 
waiting. The dining room was filled 
to the limit of its capacity, with re- 
presentative business men of the town 
and representatives of the different 
local societies. After the pleasures 
gastronomic had been sated, the toast 
of “The Queeen,” was proposed and 
drunk ; Mr. Randall sang, “The Ad- 
miral’s Broom”; and the health of 
“Our Guest,” was received with 
enthusiasm. In replying to the toast 
Mr. Sifton spoke generally on matters 
of interest to the country at large, re 
ferring to the popularity of the 
premier, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, and to 
the new era of prosperity which is 
dawning upon Canada and bringing it 
to the front as one of the foremost 
nations of the world. 


The supper was concluded, about 
half past one, with cheers for the 
minister of the interior and the sing- 
ing of the national anthem.

ANOTHER BIG STRIEE. 


A Dawson City letter says: The 
spectacle of men picking up gold in 
baskets is strange, but no less true. 
Another strike has been made. The 
camp is on fire with excitement. In 
the last 24 hours nearly 400 bench 
claims have been staked out on a side 
hill in Skockeem guich. In half a 
day, Friday, a foot below the surface, 
two men with a rocker picked out 
$586 in gold. Two nuggets valued 
at $47 and $25 respectively, were found 
and hundreds of others, worth from 
$3 to $20 were taken out of the side 
hills. Thousands in the last year 
have walked over the ground and no 
one suspected it richness. Boulders 
were turned over and there lying ex- 
posed to the light of day were the 
nuggets scattered in the gravel.
